In-the 
Islands of the South Seas, dusky maidens 
tuck these blossoms into their dark 
tresses and dance beneath the moon.

One finds them in the native hut and 
the houses of the foreigner alike, swaying 
at the tips of fragile bamboo stalks in 
gorgeous bouquets, or placed informally 
on mats or flat plates quite guiltless of 
water.
